AMONG deep canyons-and on the 
Ait of hiaty tatiges reaching 


heights of 20,000 fect and oiure, 
at the western gateway from China Ine 
Tibet; lives an aboriginal tobe called 
Moso, bw the Chinese, Far remeved 
from the influence ef northern and cast- 
ern Chinese civilization, the Aloso have 
livedt secluded, shut of from the rest of 
the world, and only coming into contact 
with other tribes inferior to themselves, 
with the possible excepliin of the ‘Pabet- 
ates, 

Wiile the Tatter have adopted [id- 
dhisin, which with them has degenerated 
inte demenolatry, the Mose, or Nash, as 
they call themselves, bave adhered to 
their aboriginal religion of sorcery, which 
undoubtedly must once have prevailed in 
Tibet, ere it was crowded out by the pow- 
erful Lama church. ‘I'he Nashit, as we 
shall henceforth call them, new a dwin- 
dling tribe ef Tibeto-Turman stock, mmrny 
centyries aga were a powerful people, 
under a king whi had his capetal at 
Vigkn, the present prefectural city of 
Likiang, in the € EN province of 
Yunnan (see map, page 476), 


As the castles were the strongholds of 
the knightly clans of the Middle Ages 
in Europe, so we mov look upon the 


sreat stow range in the center of. the 


Nashi Kingdom as the cradle ard rally- 
ing pomt of a gradually vanishing tribe, 
Dragonike, this mghty range, piercer 
by the Yatigive as hy a giant's awurd, 
extends toward the borders of Szechwan, 
crowned by three penks whose turrets 
know eternal winter only, Om the slopes 
find minianire plains—ice lakes in bygone 
days—are scattered the hamlets of the 
Nashi, living happily, as 1f in the Stone 
\ec, for fhnt and edelweiss as tinder 
still tike the place of matches, and pone- 
woul torches. are used mstead of lamps.

Every Nashi village has one or more 

Tombas andl every Tomba has his own 
place of sacrifice on the outskirts of the 
Village. Such aoplace is knewn to them 
ie Muang bo di, meaning, hiterilly, plaice 
of beavenly worship, [t consists of an 
ohlomg pit facing nerth to seuth. The 
ake, a rock platform, is ar the north 
eric. 
Om the fifth day of the New Year the 
Tombas gather, with the male members 
of the village, to perform their annual 
offerings to the gods, but especially to 
the spirits: responsible for all the evils 
visited upon man from the skv—such as 
flomds, hailstorms, lightning, thunder— 
ane for protection from: wild beasts and 
thieves, 

(im the altar three trees ore erected 
(see page 4ot), an oak on each side 
nnd a evypress in the center, The tree to 
the left represetits heaven, the center tree 
God, that to the right the earth, The 
trees-in their order are called Muang, Dh, 
and Rha, A blown-out ese rests on a 
hoambeo tripod. A large hasket of harley 
represents the father af the fanuly, the 
stall basket the first male child. 

‘Stones, incense ancke, and bowls with 
wine as offerings are placed) on the altar, 
in fremt of which are three large incense 
sticks called .chii men, gaily decorated 
with orange-colored paper. When these 
are lighted, a jig and a rooster are placed 
hetween them on the ground, ‘The blood 
of the sacrifived pig is smeared on the cen- 
ter rock and also on the stems of the trees, 
from which the hark has been cut. 

The priest first chants: from religious 
books ‘Then, after purifying and bless- 
ing: the altar and offering, the pig 15 
cleaned in the pit below and placed 
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om the altar, The gall bladder. is hong 
upon the tree of heaven, the kidney on 
the tree pr aaeay ps anil the liver, 


nr part of it, om the tree Repressnhng 
earth. The chanting continues, the evi 


spirits Leing petitioned to enter the egg. 
The ceremony is: concluded when the 
men of the village devour the offerings. 


WOMEN ARE FORDINDEN TO VISIT FLACE 
(OF SACHIFICE. 


Women ate debarred from this place 
of sacrifice and are not permitted even to 
approach the pit. Neither are they al- 
lowed to listen to the religious charter 
ar partake of the feast, which lasts for 
several days. 

The let of the Nashi women 1s a very 
hard one, and as the religious books tell of 
the happy dava in the work! of shadows, 
it is feared they would commit suicide if 
permitted to fisten to religious recitals, 

As evil spirits are supposed to hive en- 
tered the epe after this ceremony, it is 
natural that sick Nashi do not generally 
eat eggs: I often tried to persuade ill 
poople who had not taken nourishment 
for several days to cat cegs in milk, but 
[ was always met with blank refusal and 
the statement, “If we eat eggs, we will 
aurely die.” 

The Nashi have many ceremonies in 
addition to these described, and exch kind 
of iiiness requires a different-altar. The 
dancing. however, is apparently the same 
mall cases, 

This is the first time an attempt has 
been mantle to describe the religious cere- 
momes of the Nashi, a littl-known tribe: 
which is fast losing its identity because of 
its gradom! absorption by the Chinese.

cloud passed its sponge across the golden 
triass, dimming its luster. Truly, the way 
of the tihetoprapher is hard. 

In Luxemburg one can easly let his 
adjectives pun away with him, Several 
writers have already done so.

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TIGER-HUNTING IN INDIA

TE WENT to Tea not only to 
oh¢erve the changes thot had 
¥Y  occtitred since my former visit, 
23 years ago, at the conchision of our 
Philippine War, but also to visit places 
of interest, see something of the milimry

Darjctling was our first ohjective. We 
were Bicuuest with perfect weather, sich 
as is seldom accorded the traveler, The 
nivhty tilge of the Himakivas was de-

The tremendens mountain misses mdi- 
iting out from Ninchinjunga, 28,000 feet 
in height, asa center, with more than ten 
peaks of over22,000 feet-altitude to right 
and left, furnish the greatest mowntsin

From an elevation called Tiger Hill, 
close by, we beheld the rising of the sun 
over towering peaks, with Mount Everest, 
the hichest eminence in the world, peepe

THE MOUNTAIN FASS INTO TIBET 
VISINLE 


le was one of the clearest days of the 
vear, and we could plainly see the pass 
into ‘Tibet, whose floor, TF was wid ke 
(Sooo feet above the sea, At this time 
also the expedition for the ascent of 
Mount Everest was being assembled at 
Darjeeling, It made me think how casily 
| could equip one of our airplanes to fly 
to Mount Everest, photograph the whole 
peak, take temperature teailings, notes of 
wint! directions and force, and even land 
supplies wherever they were desired for 
erournl parties climbing the mountain. — 

Lisa, across the Himalayas; 6 only 
about a2 far from Darjeeling as Wash- 
ington, D, C,, is from New York, and 1 
thoucht of how, with any one of our 
supercharged planes, we could cross the 
monntiins, land, and call on the Dal 
Lama within a couple of hours. Now it 
reqiires a month to get there. 


The ascent of the foothills pave us an 
excellent oppurtunity to note changes in 
the character of the peqple as we climbed. 
Leaving the morind, undernourished, 


spindly-shanked, begging Bengali at the 


lower levels, we met the alert, sturdy little 
Nepalese. These attractive people have 
ther own kingdom at the base of the 
mountains, In. stature and general ap- 
pearance they remind one of the Filipinos, 
if the jatter would te transferred and 
reared In amore vigorous chime. 

The Nepalese make excellent soldiers 
and furnish the recruits: for the British 
Gurkha battalions, which are of the high- 
est quality. 

At the higher levels the Tibetans were 
encountered|—hig, neldy-faced, rollicking 
mnithwiduals, both men and women. With 
lang, Mongolian eves, pigtails, firm step, 
and confident manner, they were a great 
contrast to the people of the plains. 

Descending from the mountains, we 
visite Benares and the sacred Ganges, 
the pluces near there where Huddho 
preached, and the variows localities so 
well known to tourists, Then we went 
to Agra. A bnght new moon lighted our 
first view of the wonderfnl Taj Muhal, 
while cool, bracing weather accompanier! 
ns to the jadaces and haunts of the Great 
Moguls (see pages 552 and 553), 

From Agr, a day's trip took ug to 
Delhi, that eternal city where capital after 
capital, for the rule of Hindustan, has 
heen established by its conquerors, ‘The

He had 
done littl hunting or shooting before 
coming to India, but since his arrival he 
has became quite adept and has killed two 
of the great beasts. 

Tiger-hunting is regarded in India os 
a royal sport, and he who is successful im 
hagging this master of the jungle is 
looked upon asa public benefactor, for 
the nomber of people-killed each year by 
wild animals and reptiles in India is ap- 
palling, Statistics are difficult to obtain 
because the nutives in some places hesitate 
to report what has happened, and in other 
cises those killed disappear without leay- 
img atrace. The number reaches inte the 
thousands, however. 
The jungle beasts of Tniia are very 
ferocious, while the inhalitants are prac 
tically unarmed and are unwilling to tall 
most atittiils.on acconnt Wf their religion. 

In the Central Provinces, where we 
hunted; the tota) number of reported 
deaths from these destroyers of human 
life was 1,7Q1 in 1923. OF this nomber, 
snakes killed 1.1437 teers, 952; panthers, 
114; bewrs, 15; wolves, 115; hyenas, 4; 
and other animals, 58. 


ONE TIGER CAUSED 13 VILLAGES TO RE 
DESERTED 





Whenever tigers becotne incapable of 
providing for their living by lilling wild 
animals or domesticated cattle, they at- 
tack human beings, Panthers are much 
the game, ‘Tigers bave been known to 
cause whole districts to be evacnated. 
There t¢a record of one benst which so 
terrorized a community that 14 villages 
were evacuated and) 250 square miles 
thrown out of cultivation, Another com- 
pletely stopped work ona public toad for 
many weeks, while it frequently happens 
that mailcarrying is suspended on ac- 
count of tiger activities, 

Panthers are much given to going into 
the villages and smashing in the native 
houses. and in the outlying districts

In Iga, 40,055 Thptes Were spent as

Te the Nerbudda Division of the Cen- 
tral Provinees, 61 tigers, 262 panthers, 
and 44 bears were killed fast year, while 
in the Nagpur Division 67 tgers, [54 
panthers, and 68 hears were killed, We 
hunted in both of these districts. 


MUCH PRULPARATION FoR A HUNT 


Acgréat deal of preparation has to pre- 
cede a tiger bunt. Aa berin with, all 
hunting rights in the native states are 
jealously guarded by their princes and no 
strangers can hunt without permissztt, 

The ruling British officials hesitate to 
ask these princes to organize hunts for 
anyone, because it amounts to an order, 
and not only makes the princes feel that 
their affairs are being interfered with, Tnat 
that they have a right to ask favors in 
return. 

The Viceroy had made tentative ar- 
rangemerits to go shooting in the Central 
Fravinces, and Sir Frank Sly, the genial 
governor of that part of Inclia, hac set 
msde one of the best blocks of Govern- 
ment forest arid kept at unhunted for a 
long time in expectation of the occasion. 
Lord Reading told me, however, that the 
pressure of affairs would probably mot 
allow him to hunt m the tmmedinte 
future and that T might shoot on his block. 
This was a great chance indeed, The fol- 
lowing day, however, be decided that he 
would! go, after all, so Governor Sly tele- 
sraphed his Head forest officer and ‘ar- 
ranged that I should have the next best 
bloek, | 

With this promise, we returned to Cal- 
cutta to get together our outht. for the 
expciliticn, 

Vhilée in Calcutta, through the coGpera- 
tion of the Governor of Bengal, Lord 
Lytton, and the Calcutta Conumissioner 
of Police, Mr, Tegart, we were also in- 
vited to hunt in the domain of the Ma- 
horaja of Surguja, the ruling prince of 
one of the native states in central Indi.

IN INDIA shoe 
tiger on his quarry, In this T was not 
successful, Pir several days no ball re- 
sulted. Each day we shot something for 
food—a barking ‘deer, a sambur, or some 
other animal—and during my “still hunt- 
ing” T caught a glimpse of a panther in the 
thick woods. At another place T saw a 
liger just at twilight, looking into our 
camp, and again a good-sized bear crossed 
my path just as the darkness hid him 
from view. 

At last the day arrived. L had tumbled 
out at four in the morning in the hope 
of finding a large samlipr or an. Indian 
hison, the great geater of that part of the 
world, hut T had seen nothing, and upon 
my retin tr comp | found that none of 
the buffaloes in the immediate vicinity 
hod been touched, although tigers had 
passed several at very close range, 

Two boffaloes that had been tied some 
10 or 12 miles away hal not been heard 
from. A leopard had lalled ome of our 
haits, and we thought that we wold lave 
to Ie eortent to att up over his hall. 

We were giving the necessary instruc- 
tions Tor the erection of the perch tn the 
tree over the leopard kill when a native, 
breathless froma long ron, mushed up to 
the resthouse and reported that there 
had beenoa hall on acriver mboit ten miles 
away, ‘The message had been relayed 
through by nommers every three miles. 

When a boy visited the bait that morn- 
ing, the tiger was just carrying it into the 
woods, The tigers do not drag the huf- 
falocs away labornsly, burt si aniinine

As our kill was so far away, we made 
all haste, so-as to have sufficient time to 
beat before dark.

The greatest care is necessary at atin 
like this to avoid fatal accidents, Often 
in the cast of a wotmnded tiger a herd oft 
buffaloes is obtained and driven in the 
direction of the quarry.

We examined the position of the tiger 
wher [first fired and fond pieces of cut 
bts where the bullet had struck; also 
deep claw-marks in the hard mek. We 
found where my secon bullet lad hit the 
rock anil not the tiger, just as it fell for 
the second time, and were tracing it up 
the cut tank when the native who was 
posted in the tree behind my machan 
called that the tiger was |ving im the 
water of the nala and had not moved for 
a long time. 

We could find no indications that T had 
frit the secon fiver: so, taking our rifles 
(this time [ tnok my double-barreled 
ury), we proceeded along the high bank 
into the edge of the jungle. It is always

We threw dawn some sticks and stones,

Two things were certun, however: first,

While my confidence in the Springheld 
for long-range shooting in the open, at 
smaller game, remains as-preat as_ever, | 
learrien! that day that the double-harreled 
rifle of over .goo caliter is the thing for 
hinting tigers in Inda.

He traced with remarkable securacy 
little incidents that had happened, how 
these hat} been handled, and what the jin- 
gle people and beaters had thought about 
them.
